In a woodland on the Darby road, 
in one of the most picturesque sections 
of country in the vicinity of Philadel- 
phia, there isa curious community 
or settlement of tramps. During the 
day they lounge around fires of . bush- 
wood, made in alittle stony hollow, 
sometime singing, sometimes cooking 
or mending, or washing, sometimes 
drinking.

The size of this motley gathering 
varies with the time and the seasons.

There are men and women, old and 
young. Nearly all day long, asI have 
said, they linger around their fires in 
the wood, and when the weather is 
not unpleasantly cold they also sleep 
out under the trees; but in the winter, 
and when storms of great violence 
occur, they take refuge in barns in the 
neighborhood. Upon a_ beautiful 


In the stony hollow in the 
side of a hill, where they pass much of 
their time, they have kettles and pans 
and other household utensils,. and a 
wooden tripod upon which to hang a 
kettle over a fire, and strung from 
tree to tree, lines upon which to hang 
their clothes to dry. They fare well. 
They beg from. the farmers in_ the 
neighborhood, who dare not refuse 
them, and fear to murmur at their de- 
mands. Any offense to them might 
result in the burning of the barn or 
home ofthe helpless offender. It is 
no wonder that a man should live in 
dread with a gang of lawless vaga- 
bonds about his door and no protection 
near for his wife or daughters. 

This community seems to be govern- 
ed by a master and mistress—the lat- 
ter an old and white-haired wretch wh 
has been known in the vicinity fdr 
years. They receive the allegiance of 
all the others, and refuse admittance 
into the circle to such applicants as do 
not for any reason please _ their 
fancy.

Sacramento 
river and the, numerous-islands in the 
delta, formed by the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin rivers, are known to be 
the garden spot of California . for 
fruits and vegetables, all of which 
find a market in San Francisco. 

Previous to the formation of the 
California Transportation Company, 
the farmers were put to great incon- 
venience and heavy expense in getting 
their products to market. To remedy 
these evils and prevent the entire 
value of their crops from being ab- 
sorbed by the vessels engaged in car- 
rying trade, and by commission mer- 
chants, some five years ago they put 
ene small steamer on the route at re- 
duced rates. Their business increased 
so rapidly that they were compelled 
to put on more steamers, until last 
year, when their profits amounted to 
some $50,000. This season they had 
the steamer Onward built at a cost of 
about $40,000, and now have six 
steamers and several barges employed. 
Illustrations are not wanting where 
farmers in various parts. of the State 
have been largely benefitted by co- 
operation. 


The Silver Bill. 
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The following is the full text of the 
silver bill as amended by the Com- 
mittee on Finance and reported to the 
Senate to-day: 


Beit enacted, etc., 
should be coined at the several ‘mints 
of the United States silver dollars of 
the weight of 41214 grains troy of 
standard silver each, as provided in 
the Act of January, 1837, on which 
shall be devices and superscriptions 
provided by said Act; which coins, 
together with all silver dollars hereto- 
fore coined by the United States, of 
like weight and fineness, shall be a 
legal tender at their nominal value for 
all debts and dues, public*and private, 
except when otherwise provided by 
contract; and the Secretary of the 
Treasury is authorized and directed, 
out of any money in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, to purchase 
from time to time silver bullion at the 
market price thereof, of not less than 
$2,000,000 per month nor more. than 
$4,000,000 per month, and cause the 
same to be coined, and such and any 
gain or seigniorage arising from this 
coinage shali be accounted for and 
paid into the Treasury as provided for 
under the existing laws relutive to 
subsidiary Coinage; provided, that the 
amount of money at any one time in- 
vested in such silver bullion, exclu-’ 
sive of such resulting coin, shall not 
exceed $5,000,000.

Washington, November 17,—-At the 
meeting of the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee to-day Storrs presented a draft 
of a bill embodying a proposition that 
the Central and Union Pacific Rail- 
road Companies shall reconvey to the 


government the unsold railroad lands ‘that almost every taxpayer had signed 


between*the* 103d meridian and the 
eastern bouudary of California, 
amounting to about 6,000,000 acres, 
the government crediting the com- 
panies with the aggregate price there- 
of at $1 25 per acre, and in addition 
the companies shall pay into the 
Treasury of the United States, semi- 
annually, a sum which, together with 
this amount and half the cost of gov- 
ernment transportation, with interest 
on all of these sums, osmpounded 
semi-annually, will be sufficient to 
liquidate their indebtedness to the gov- 
ernment by 1905. 

Sidney Dillon, president of the 
‘Union Pacific, and Mr. Huntington, 
vice president of the Central Paciffc, 
strongly contested the right of Con- 
‘ gress to pass any bill altering the 
terms of the original charter, but each 
pledged their respective companies to

Dangerous Rock to Re-

Washington special on the Republican 
causus says: ‘‘It was one of talk ex- 


clusively, no action being taken on the 
subject. Various versions of the pro- 
ceedings have beet published here, 
but all mostly wrong.

and retaining of office became pain- 
fully apparent and threatened to very 
materially embarass the administra- 
tion, bring odium on public office and 
entail severe criticism from other na- 
tions. ' 

It was for the purpose of breaking 
off this dangerous and greatly abused 
power ‘of a senator that the President 
has taken his present decided stand.

STRANGE DiIsEASE AMONG THE IN- 
pIANS.—A delegation of about a dozen 
Indians waited on us yesterday to in- 
quire if we had learned by mail or 
telegraph anything concerning a 
strange disease that is afflicting the 
Piutes at Stillwater, the headquarters 
of the tribe. The member of the 
party who acted as spokesman said 
that a runner—an: Indian named Joe 
—had come in from Stillwater and re- 
ported that a large number of the In- 
dians at that place were afflicted with 
a swelling of the toes and fingers, 
which besides being very painful, 
rendered them utterly helpless. The 
spokesman said the disease was one 
beyond the skill of the Medicine Man, 
whose incantations were of no avail te 
cure it, and expressed the opinion 
that it was heap “whita man sick” 
and consequently required ‘“ whita 
man medsin” to cure it. Were it not 
for the fact that the disease seems.to 
be epidemic among the Indians, we 
should judge it to be a species of in- 
flammatory rheumatism, brought on 
by the exposure incident to the life of 
an Indian. The Austin Piutes seem 
to be sorely troubled over_the afflic- 
tion of their brethren at *Still water, 
particularly as regards Breckenridge, 
the “ Capitan,” who is down with the 
disease.— Fi. R. Reveille. 


THE Larcest Exursr1ion Buripine 
Ever ConstructeD.—The buildings 
of the coming Paris Exhibition in 1878 
are the largest yet conceived for the 
purpose. The nave of the main bulld- 
ing is nearly 2,200 feet long; the vista, 
which includes the two vestibules, is 
more than 2,360 feet, and each of the 
transepts and vestibules more than I,- 
100 feet. The eight industrial courts 
are all parallel, and are divided into 
two series of four each; one series be- 
ing devoted to the productions of 
France, and the other to the rest of 
the exhibiting nations. In the center 
of the garden, between the two series, 
are two ranges of fine art yalleries. 
On the opposite side of the river is 
the Trocadero Palace, which is to be 
divoted to the history of man from the 
savage state down to the most modern 
appliances of science and art. It will 
afterward be used as 4 municipal 
museum.

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SIAMESE TWINS IN AN OysTER BEp. 
—The clerk of the steamer Maggie, of 
the Eastern Shore Steamboat’ Com- 
pany, has brought to the city a re- 
markable oyster that had been caught 
in the Chespeake. The oyster is ap- 
parently, two oysters fastened  to- 
gether, as is often the case. The pe- 
culiarity, however, is that while there 
were two distinct oysters they were 
fastened together by a ligature running 
from heart to heart, the shell that 
divided them being very thin, and 
showing that they were really but one 
oyster contained in the three shells.

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The Amended Silver Bill. 
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The Senate Finance Committee have 
made the following amendment to 
Bland’s silver bill: - 


In lieu of the free coinage clause 
heretofore stricken out, an amendment 
offered by Allison was adopted provid- 
ing that a fund of $5,000,000 in United 
States legal tender notes shall be set 
apart by the Secretary of the Treasury 
for the purpose of purchasing bullion 
and getting the new coin into circula- 


by the terms of this amendment re- 
quired to purchase silver bullion to the 
amount of not less than $3,000,000 
and not exceeding $4,000,000 each 
month and coin the same into silver 
dollars, which are to be exchanged for 
an equal amount of legal tender notes, 
and the legal tender notes thus re- 
ceived by the Treasury are to go into 
the special fund above described, and 
the purchase and coinage of bullion is 
to be continued in this way indefi- 
nitely.”’ 

Jones voted in the negative holding 
that this amendment would not prac- 
tically effect the operations of the bill 
in any way, nor make it more accept- 
able to either of the two parties on 
the subject. The bill as amended has 
been adopted by the Finance Commit- 
tee as their report. The New York 
papers strongly oppose the bill as it 
now stands and urge the President to 
veto it. As the bill now stands it 
would seem that we are to have a 
triple legal tender instead of a dual 
one, such as now exists. We do not 
understand this bill or it certainly con- 
tains objectionable features. It does 
not tend to a staple resumption of spe- 
cie payment since the majority of the 
Senate Finance Committee refused to 
limit the legal tender quality of the 
proposed silver coinage and prescribe 
its uses, nor dees it protect the pledge 
of the Government to the foreign bond- 
holder of six per cent. bonds. It may 
be a question now whether the above 
amendment is not a compromise with 
the inflationist. It is our view that a 
gradual resumption of specie payment 
is far better than resumption at a par- 
ticular date. If we could call in $8,- 
500,000 in currency each month it 
would be only ten years until green- 
backs wouM be a legal tender of the 
past. The country awaits with great 
interest the action of the Senate and 
President in this most important bill. 
The bill is not yet what the country 
wants. 


The opposition to the confirmation 
of Judge Harlan, says a Washington 
telegram, is looking serious.

be made. To be a member of the Su- 
preme Bench should be considered 
above the office of President. The 
Justice holds office during good beha- 
vior, He may be like Taney or Mar- 
shall and live through a number of 
administrations, wherefore the propri- 
ety then of his being appointed because 
he is a Republican or a Democrat? It 
is well that the President appoint the 
Justices, but his appointment should 
be controlled by the members of the 
Bench, and {the Senate’s confirmation 
should be a matter of pure form, un- 
less the President and the Court 
should openly seek to abuse their 
power. 7

Important Decision. 
Judge Rising, ef the First Judicial 
District, on Tuesday gave a decision 
in the case of Jno. Gillig vs. W. S. 
White, et al., for the foreclosure of a 
mechanics’ lien ayainst the Interna- 
tional hotel in Virginia city, which 
decision is ene of special interest to 
the legal fraternity and many other of 
our readers in this cottnty. We there- 
fore, according to promise, give the 
substance of said decision. 

The original contract called fer the 
building of the International hotel ac- 
cording to certain plans and specifi- 
cations, for $115,000. This was in 
May "76. Seventy-five thousand del- 
lars was paid out and six months’ 
work was done. The principal con- 
tractor, White, became embarassed 
and work on the building temporarily 
ceased. One of the owners, Hanak, 
paid $3,515 in November to the work- 
men and the construction of the build- 
ing was resumed. Prior, however, to 
this payment the parties who furnished 
part of the building material had given 
notice to Hanak that the contractor had 
failed to pay them and they should 
look to the building for their pay. 
Judge Rising held: that as a general 
principle of law the owner will be re- 
sponsible for the payment of money to 


the contractor after notice, but there. 


may exisstrong equitable considera. 


tions which will form an_e ex- 
ception to the rule. He_ ¢con- 
‘ceived that the considerations 


for the payments of the amount in 
question were sufficiently binding and 
just, and he therefore declared that 
it be allowed. Hanak in Dec., paidjto 
White $3,521 which the Judge held 
should not be allowed, since the con- 
tractor, Wliite, had not paid his indebt- 
edness and couldnot meet his demands. 
Further it did not satisfactorily ap- 
pear that there was any equitable ex- 
cuse, or in fact any real necessity for 
the payment of the last mentioned 
sum. Again there was at the time 
a mechanic lien filed on the building, 
and the owners having had active and 
constructive notice of the same, 
should not have paid White the $3,521 
mentioned. After $78,515 of. the 
115,000 the contract price, had been 
paid, there remained due the lein hold- 
ers $17,461, and due from Bateman 
and Hanak the owners $36,485. The 
question at issue and to which we 
wish to call particular attention is: 


“Are the owners liable, under the 
mechanics’ lien law of 1875, for an 
indebtedness against the property in 
excess of the contract price? 

The plaintiff aud other lien claim- 
ants contend that the property is re- 


‘sponsible for all materials furnished 


and labor performed, regardless of the 
contract price and the condition of ac- 
counts between owners and contrac- 
tor. 

By the act of the Legislature of this 
State, a lien is given for all materials 
furnished and labor performed in the 
construction of any building. Under 
similar statutes of different States the 
decisions of the courts conflict. The 
decisions of the courts of Indiana and 


_Maryland sustain the law, while the 


Supreme Court of California, in sev- 


eral late cases, clearly and unequivo- 
cally hold that the owner cannot be 
held liable in any sum in excess of the 
contract price ,except for payment tothe 


contractor after notice. The mechanics’ 
lien law of this State is, in all essen- 
tial particulars, a copy of the Cali- 
fornia statue, and was borrowed from 
that State. “It is a well settled rule of 
law, enunciated and recognized by the 
Supreme Court of this State, in 8 
Nev., 312 and 11 Nev., 313, that when 
a statute has recieved a judicial con- 


struction, and is afterwards adopted 
_by another State, the construction .as 
well as the terms of the statute will be 
‘deemed adopted. At the time of the 


adoption of the law by the Legislature 
of the State it had received a judicial 
interpretation by the Supreme Court 
of California; and it is to be presumed 
that, at the time of the adoption of 
the law, the Legislature knew of the 
judicial construction. which the same 
had received. Therefore, this law was 
alopted with the judicial construction 
that the Court of Califérnia had given 
to it, and we are bound to adopt and 
follow the same interpretation. Upon 
this settled principle I am obliged to 
decide that lien claimants cannot en- 
force liens against property for a sum 
exceeding the balance remaining due 
on the contract when notice was given. 
In this case, therefore, the property 
cannot be held for a sum exceeding 
$36,485 and costs.” | 


From this it will be seen that the 
amount due the lien holders in excess 
of the original contract was not al- 
lowed. The sureties were of course 
let out.

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Feeding Alfalfa to Hogs. 
W. R. Robinson, of Hanford, in 


, Writing to the Pacific Rural Press, 


gives his experience in feeding hogs 
with alfalfa hay, having tried it with 
about thirty head, consisting of thor- 
oughbreds, grades and common tule 
hogs, both old and young, which were 
shut up in a small corral and fed. He 
says: They took to it pretty well 
after a day’s starving, and scemed to 
eat a considerable quantity of it, eat- 
ing both leaves and stalks when the 
stalks were fineenough. They drank 
a considerable quantity of water, and 
during the middle part of the day 
seemed satisfied and contented. Tne 
oung tule pigs first showed signs of 
oming thinner than the full grown 
tules. The grades still kept up a re- 
spectable appearance and thorough- 
breds were moderately fat. This went 
on for about two months, then they 
all refused to eat the stalk at all, and 
cleaned up the leaves, which they did 
more for a living than from fendness 
for the food. They showed evident 
signs of becoming tired of the food. 
The young tule pigs got to so low a 
condition of vitality that 1t became 
evident that a month or so would 
starve them te death. Grade pigs 
and full grown tule hogs were thio 
but moderately strong. Sooat tan 


_breds were strong and moderately fat. 


However, after keeping them on this 
feed for nearly five monts, we consid- 
ered we had given the alfalfa hay a 
fair test, and arrived at the following 
conclusions: That alfalfa hay alone 
is no preper food for hogs, old or 
young, when fed in the dry state, and 
poor food even when soaked in water 
before being fed; that, though pigs 
will live on it for a considerable time, 
they don’t grow; that only the hay 
cut young and with very fine stalk 
and plenty of Icaf is at all fit for food 
for hogs. It might be fed to advan- 
tage wien fed with corn or Egyptian 
corn, pumpkins, etc., and in such 
cases might prove advantageous, but 
it requires more bulk than a hog can 
find it convenient to take in order to 
find sufficient nourishment to keep 
him in growing condition.

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WATER FOR THE EyEs.—A writer in 
Frazer's Magazine thinks that, what- 
ever hesitation there may be justly 
called for recommending one or another 
of the various lotions now so popular, 
there need be no such doubt in respect 
to cold water or pure water. He says 
in cases of much inflamation or diffi- 
culty in opening the eyelids in the 
morning, experienced by so many, 
the water should be warm and it may 
be mixed with warm milk, but in nearly 
all other cases it should be cold. All 
those who have been engaged in read- 
ing or writing during several hours at 
a stretch, and especially at night, 
should carefully bathe the eyes with 
celd water before going to bed and 
the first thing in the morning’s ablu- 
tions. All artisans, too, who work at 
ablazing fire, ought often to wash 
their eyes with cold, pure water and 
so should all those who work in wool. 
particularly carders and spinners, and 
those likewise who are employed in 
woollen and cotton manufactures, the 
fine dust which such works disperse 
often producing cataracts, obstinate 
inflammations, swelled eyelids, etc.

The Scienee and Advantage 
' of Subsoiling. 


Subsoiling land means to loosen the 
subsoil, but not to turn it up. After 
turning a furrow as de@p.as the crop 
to be planted or sown reqnires, then 


another team follows withi,a subsoil, 


plow and loosens the lower soil six to 
eight inches deep, and thus leaves 1t; 
and so the two teams continue to plow 
till the field is finished, ‘What advan- 
tage is subsoiling?” is the question, ask- 
ed. Twenty-five years ago the ggri- 
cultural theorists. contended — that 
farmers would have to subsoil for every 
crop, or soon be behind the times; but 
now we hear but little on the subject. 
The fact is, that it dosen’t pay to‘sub- 
soil land, and that settles the question, 
as few farmers can afford to employ 
two teams on the same land, and plow 
in a day only as much as one team can 
do. There are, however, some advan- 
tages in some seasons by subsoiling, 
one of which is that crops will with- 
stand a severe drouth better on sub- 
soiled land than on that which is not 
subsoiled.,. This is about all that can 
be said in favor of the system, and the 
second year the land is about as hard 
and compact below as it was before the 
subsoil plow was used. In brief. we 
don’t advise any farmer to subsoil his 
land in any case. Here is what a 
man says who hastried it: ‘‘There is 
this about subsoiling, which I think 
is not usually understood, that, like 
surface plowing, it should be done 
for every oie. The luosening of the 
ground below, where it had lain un- 
stirred perhaps for ages, it may be 
thought, will benefit it for years. 
Such is not my experience and obser- 
vation. Made mellow, it will settle 
and pack, except under certain con- 
ditions, and become as hard, if not 
harder, in a year or two, than before. 
One of the exceptions is where manure 
is mixed with it, particularly vegetable 
or barnyard manure. The roots of 
clover or other plants that penetrate 
and fill the soil well, will meet the re- 
quirement; grasses and grains only to 
a slight extent.’’ Surface plowing can 
be so done, deep or shallow’ as the 
crop may require, and the land admit 


_to advantage, to produce all the crop 


that the land is susceptible of growing; 
yet, if one can afford the expense, it 
would be well to try a little subsoiling 
asan experiment. Subsoil plows are 
made for subsoiling only; they turn no 
furrows.

THE SMALL THInas.—-Every farmer 
should have a small room, tight and 
warm, which he can lock and where 
he can keep his small tools. Then he 
wants a good, solid work-bench, with 
an iron vise on one side and a wooden 
one on the other. For iren-working 
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he wants a solid piece of iron for an 


anvil, a seven-pound steel-face ham- 


mer, a riveting hammer, one large and 
one small cold-chisel, two or three 
punches from one-fourth to three- 
eighths iuch, a rimmer and counter- 
sink, to be used. with bit-stock; a 
screwplate that will cut a screw from 
one-fourth to three-eighths inch; then 
with roundiron of the various sizes 
and ready made nuts, he can make 
any bolt he wishes.
